Heligoland mail» have brought u slco* 
pf ot the Declaration of W ar against 
Russia and Prussia, issued on the 23d 
October, four days after the utter defeat 
and#rum of Bonaparte'a anny. 


On Monday the» 14th, when the rising 
of Holland was determined upon, one of 
the leading Patriots proceeded to the 
residence of Le Brun, the duke ef Pla­ 
centia, the Governor of Holland. 
He 
had the ^Orange cockade in hia hat» and 
on his breast, and he addressed Le 
Brun as follows 
“ You may easily 
guess by Uiese colours for what purpose 
1 am come, and what eventa are about 
to take placc. 
You, who are now the 
weakest, know that we arc the strong­ 
est. 
W e, who arc now the strongest, 
know that you are the weakest* 
You 
will do wisely and prudently to take 
your departure with all posaible speed, 
and the aooner you do it the less you 
will expose yourself 10 insult, and pos­ 
sibly to danger." 
To thia address 
Le Brun replied, •* I have, Sir, for 
some time expected such a meaaage 
and I very willingly accede to your 
proposition, to take my departure im­ 
mediately." “ In that case,** said the 
patriot, “ 1 will see you in your coach 
without loss of time.” 
This was ac­ 
cordingly done—-but by this time the 
people had assembled and surrounded 
the coach, with loud cries of Orange 
/Jovffi— Up. Orange— Down, Bona* 
¿tart«. 
The Patriot accompanied him 
to the coach out «t the totm , and no tie» 
lence was offered him, except that, he 
was obliged by the people to cry out, 
Lon% life to the Prmce of Orange, and 
to wear the Orange cockade—too hap­ 
py, no doubt to get off so well 
Hav- 
i ig thus sent him off, the people la d 
h Ud of all the French Donaniers; and 
tirew them into the river. 
All the 
watch-houses of the Donaniers<and three 
of their vest sis, were burnt. 
W e have 
not heard of any bloodshed in any other 
¡itace except at Utrecht. 
There the 
gu rison made some resistance to the 
P .t* iots. But the latter fired upon them, 
and some 10 or 12 were killed on each 
side 
The garrisou then laid down their 
arms, and were permitted to depart. 


it was on Frid ty last, at four in the 
afternoon,that the Orange flag was hoist­ 
ed with great solemnity, at Rotterdam 
There was a vast concourse of people of 
ail ranks, wh<J greeted the Ensign of 
Liberty with unanimous and heart-felt 
acclamations. The preceding day .about 
noon, the French ticn. Bouver, marched 
out of the Huttue, at the head of 300 sol­ 
diers mostly Germans, in consequence 
ol a sort of capitulation with the inhsbit- 
unts. 
No sooner, however, had he* 
reached Yasehnomle, about 12 miles 
from Hagac, than his troops hoisied the 
Orange cockud ', despatched him, and 
joined the Patriots. 
At Leyden, a Pro­ 
vincial government was appointed, con- 
s sting of the Baron Von Uuesekcer, J. 
Van Bommel, and W . Van flluit. 
At 
Rotterdam, 
the 
Patriots nominated 
Vies«i s. Von Hogendorp and D'Ecur< y 
10 the chief command. 
Such was the 
alarm of the French, that they evacuated 
every strong place except Goreum^— 
Bergen-op-Zuom, Breda,and Nimeguen, 
were occupied by the Patriots, but the 
nates of Maestricht had been shut by 
the Burghers, who had declined to ad­ 
mit any strangers,whether of the Orange 
party or French. 


Mr. Gevers, the member from Rot­ 
terdam, is a member of the ancient go* 
vermnent. 
Soon after his arrival he 
paid hisrespectstothe Prince of Orange 
(the Stadtholder we now call him) and 
had also interviews with Lords Castle- 
reagh and Melville ; and in the evening 
he again took his departure, charged 
with an impo tant mission to his coun­ 
try 


On Monday the Government Agents 
gave orders for 50,000 suits of Orange 
regimentals, to be done in ten days. 


An immediate loan of 13 1*2 millions, 
to aid the glorious efforts of our allies, 
is said to be in contemplation, exclusive 
of the usual annual loan for our own 
service in May next.
